Michelson of the church needs. Michelson 
responded “by donating enough money for 
the repair and refurbishing of the church 
house, including such luxuries as new car- 
peting, colored glass: ‘windows and lighting 
fixtures.” 

The first parsonage was built in 1889 un- 


. der the leadership of new minister Charles 


E. Hill. He was followed in 1890 by Sibley G. 


Taylor who remained for five years. His _ 


wife died during his tenure and he asked 
Hettie Eickoff, his housekeeper, to marry 
Kolb indicates that his proposal went 
something like this, ‘‘As I ask for your hand 
in marriage, you must understand that my 
heart is with my departed wife, but the 
children need a mother and I believe you 
can fulfill their needs.” 

Mention is made in Kolb’s history that 
David Shoppenagon was a member of the 
church. He carved small sourvenir canoe 
paddles to sell to tourists and was taught to 
carve his initials into them. He always 
carved an x inside the letter D and it is said 
that this was to show that he was a christian. 

Beginning about 1894 the local Methodism 
population declined to reach a new low in 
about 1911 of 28 members. At the same time 
local Presbyterianism was also facing a de- 
cline. In 1914 the Presbyterians voted to 
close their church and unite with the Metho-

dists. Nels Michelson again stepped to the. 


fore when it was decided to build a new 
brick church in 1917. He contributed $25,000 
of the $35,000 estimated for the new ediface. 
It was completed in December of 1918 and 
renamed the Michelson Memorial Metho- 
dist Episcopal:Church in memory of Mar- 
grethe J. Michelson who had passed away in 
1893. 

On November 14, 1923, a fire destroyed the 
church and once again Michelson was called 
upon to help out. He responded from his re- 
tirement home in Detroit by instructing the 
trustees to begin rebuiling at once. Nelson 
Michelson died on March 14, 1925, of 
pneumonia at the age of 84. The new church 
was dedicated to the memory of Nels and 
Margrethe Michelson two months after his 


, death. 


Kolb reported that the church grew from 
53 members in 1923 to 193 members in 1926, 
In 1928 a second parsonage was secured on 
Michigan Avenue and is identified as the 
George Matyn home. 


In 1946 Roland C. Puffer came to the chur- 
ch as its minister and became the longest 
serving pastor, staying for 15 years. Kolb 
states that at the beginning of his parsonage 
there were less than 100 live members on the 
rolls but when he left there were more than 
500 members... When he retired in 1961 the 
congregation made him its pastor emeritus. 
During his years of service he saw the chur-

ch remodeled, and an $80,000 educational 
additional completed. He remains in this 
area and is about 90 years old. 

It should not go unnoticed that Kolb who 
has been quoted throughout this story was 
minister of the church from 1966 to 1969. He 
‘left to begin a church at Swan Valley near 
Saginaw. He later returnéd to Grayling and 
has been active in the Crawford AuSable 
School System as the Grayling High School 
librarian. Kolb is an outstanding photogra- 


pher and many of his pictures are treasured ' 


in homes as graduation or wedding memen- 
tos. He has also contributed many pictures 
to the Crawford County Avalanche as well 
as doing much of the darkroom work to 
develop the pictures seen in the publication 
over the years. 


Once again in 1977 the church faced a fire 
and this time the sanctuary was gutted. It 
was rebuilt along with other improvements 
and was re-consecrated on October 16, 1977. 

Today Rev. Jeffery D. Regan ministers to 
the congregation. He came to Grayling from 
Midland where he served as associate 
pastor of the First United Methodist Church. 
The church has over 500 members and two 
services are held each Sunday to accommo- 
date the large congregation. 

Regan pointed to the importance of three 
key persons serving the church. He noted 
that Ann Morford is the educational assis- 
tant, Carol Money is the secretary and Carol

The agreement calls for regular U.S. im- 
migration for Cubans, in exchange for the 
return to Cuba of about 2,400 Mariel Cubans 
considered criminals or mentally ill. When 
the Marie] beatlift of 1980 brought 125,000 
Cubans to the U.S., there was some sus- 
picion that Fidel Castro took advantage of 
the situaion to empty his own Cuban prisons 
and his mental institutions of the unwanted. 

Ju any event, U.S. immigration standards 
permit this country to deport alien Cubans 
who are convicted criminals or are judged 
insane. Until now, Cuba has not generally 
accepted their return; under the new agree- 
ment, it will. 

Apparently that’s what sparked the prison 
riots. The rioting prisoners don’t want to go 
back to Cuba.

A couple of state employees, after reading 
the column, raised yet another valid point — 
probably more insightful than those 
originally posed. 

Reduced payroll and fewer employees do 
not always mean more economical govern- 


ment, they pointed out.

CONSIDER THE effects of the all-too- 


common system of contractual services. 

That’s where a department needs some- 
thing done, and doesn’t have personnel or 
payroll to cover the job; so the department 
signs a contract with an outside firm, or 
non-state employees, to perform the same 
duties, but not on state payroll, and fre- 
quently at costs higher than if state em- 
ployees had done the job in the first place. 

Thus, the state payroll may be lower, and 
the number of state employees may be 
fewer, but the total cost to the taxpayer may 
be higher. 

In other words, the taxpayer must look at 
all the angles before deciding whether a 
“money-saving” program such as the job 
freeze is effective, or just so much window 
dressing.

The bulk of a legislative package shifting 
nearly all school financing from local 
property taxes to a combination of state 
property tax and closing various “loop- 
holes” was approved by the Senate Finance 
Committee recently. 

Other bills setting new quality and cur- 
riculum requirements are scheduled for 
later action in the Senate Education and 
Mental Health Committee. 

Also yet to be considered is a proposed 


constitutional amendment that would re- | 


place this tax package with an increase in 
the sales tax to 6 percent, from 4 percent, 
and set a 16 mill property tax limit (8 each 
by the state and local districts.) 

The plan approved by the committee 
would go into effect unless voters approved 
the sales tax increase at the 1988 election. 

The package approved by the committee, 
with only Sen. Christopher Dingell (D-Tren- 
ton) opposing the tax measures, would raise 
$4,957 million from state sources for school 
operations. . 

Also approved was SJR K which would es- 
tablish state property tax provisions and 
guarantee a $3,000 per pupil minimum for 
school operations, as well as deal with a con- 
stitutional requirement on the proportion of 
state spending that must go to local units. 

The package sets a 20-mill state property 
tax, with local districts able to vote an extra 
4 mills. 

Furthermore, those districts which al- 
ready spend more than $3,000 per pupil 
could vote to increase millage even more to 
maintain that level. The state average rate 
for operating purposes is 32 mills, and the 
new 20-mill rate would mean a tax cut in 
half the districts. 

The $3,000 guarantee, compared to a cur- 
rent range of $1,785 to $5,915 per pupil, would 
help even out the difference between poorer 
school districts in the state and those with 
more money, committee chair Sen. Norman 
Shinkle (R-Lambertville) said. 

“It brings the poor districts up and at the 


same time it lowers property taxes 10-12 ©

Physicist Suggests Michigan Should 
Store Wastes at Reactor Sites 

A nuclear physicist addressing the House 
Conservation and Environment Committee 
said nuclear wastes which the state is pro- 
ducing should be stored at dump sites al- 
ready in existence. 

Marvin Resnikoff, research director of 
the Radioactive Waste Campaign in New 
York City, said the state should cease its 
search for new dump sites and waste 
generated by power plants, which accounts 
for 98 percent of all nuclear waste in the 
state, and store it at reactors at the plants. 

“We've recommended that this waste 
temporarily remain at the reactor site. If 
utility wastes were taken out of the picture 
today, we wouldn’t even be discussing this 
issue,” Resnikoff said. 

Storage at the reactors, he added, could 
be temporary for 40 or 50 years, until tech- 
nology results in more efficient and safe 
ways to dispose of waste. 

And regarding Michigan's role in a low- 
level nuclear waste compact, Resnikoff sug- 
gested the state might remain part of the 
compact, but it and the other six member 
states (Missouri, Wisconsin, Minnesota, 
Ohio, Indiana and Iowa) should store their 
waste within their own states. 

The advantage to remaining in the com- 
pact, he said, is that they would be protected 
from a legal clause which indicates states 
not in a compact must accept waste from 
other states. 

David Hales, commissioner of the Office 
of Radioactive Waste Management, said he 
opposed using current sites because of addi- ' 
tional safety problems, and said Michigan ' 
should remain in the compact. 

He said he expects changes in the com- 
pact to address state concerns on stable geo- ' 
aa formations and dry areas for the’ 
waste.

spend $300 or so for in- 
surance and throw the en- 
velope aside and not ques- 
tion anything. 

That comment was made 
by Paul Thomson, president 
of Cornell Insurance Com- 
pany, as he was discussing 
the insurance industry. He 
said that the customer could 
save considerable money on 
his premium if he would look 
and understand his policy. 

Thomson and Cornell Vice 
President George Stancil 
talked about the entire in- 
surance industry as a part of 
the discussion about their 
company and its history. 

It all began when the Jan- 
kowski family sold a few pol- 
‘icies from their home in 
Grayling in 1936. They were 
licensed with the German 
American Insurance Com- 
pany. During the war it was 
changed to the Great Amer- 
ican Insurance Company for 
obvious reasons, Thomson 
said. 


During those early years, 
house insurance had a $10 
minimum premium and 
basic liability for car in- 
surance cost $8. 

In 1940 Ed Jankowski went 
into service and Mrs. Bea 


Cornell was asked to take | 


over the business. There 
were only about 50 policies, 
Thomson said, and Cornell, 
who was a teacher, simply 
incorporated those responsi- 
bilities. When Jankowski re- 
turned from the service, he 
simply told Cornell that he 
was no longer interested and 
that she should continue to 
operate the business. She 
continued teaching and run- 
ning it until about 1952 when 
it developed into something 
large enough to keep her 


Until 1955 the company 
was known as the AuSable 
Agency, Thomson said. In 
1958 Willard (Butch) Cor- 
nell, who was a popular 
figure in the area as a school 
Superintendent and ceach, 
went into the dusiness fufl 
time. He was easy to talk to, 
the kids loved him and 
everyone thought highly of 
him, Thomson said. Bea 
went back into teaching and 
“Butch” ran the business 
from their home on Maple at 
Lake Street where they built 
a separate office. 

In 1959 “Butch” went into 
the real estate business part 
time as well as continuing 
with insurance.

He worked for him until 1972 
when Willard passed away 
and then Thomson pur- 
chased the agency.

valuable and susceptible to 
loss or damage and in- 
surance plays a more im- 
portant role,” he said. 
Stancil said that there has 
been a.big change in atti- 
tude. He said, “I think peo 
ple aren’t the risk takers 
that they once were.”’ People 


took big losses in the 20’s and | 


30’s that were not insured be- 
cause they did not believe in 
insurance. ‘‘And now people 
have an attitude that they 
must 
especially because of the lia- 
bility climate that we have 
today,’* he observed. 

Stancil said, ‘Insurance is 
a terrific mirror of society, 
and of economic times.” 
“Once people purchased a 
house and lived in it for a 
lifetime,’ he commented, 
“but now they buy a house 
and get past a certain equity 
point and then buy another 
house.” That again leads to 
more insurance, he said. 

The two men took time to 
discuss the advantages of an 
independent insurance 
agency such as that. they 
own. Stancil noted that as in- 
dependent agents they do not 
work for any one insurance 
company. He said we nego- 
tiate our own contracts with 
them and are free to pick 
and choose from a variety of 
companies. Included in the 
list of companies with whom 
Cornell does businéss are 
Auto Owners, Citizens, 
Aetna Life and Casulaty, 
Great American, St. Paul 
and Westfield. Thomson said 
that for life insurance the 
company deals with Ameri- 
can Community. 

Although the company has 
handled life insurance from 
the beginning they employed 
a specialist Jim Ritter in 
1983. It was decided at that 
time by Thomson and Stancil 
that it would be better to 
meet the needs of the cus- 
tomers if there was a person 
specially trained in life and 
health insurance. 

Stancil said, “It was 
especially important due to 
the financial nature of life in- 
surance right now.” He 
noted that Ritter has an FCC 
license. He commented that 
it is not like it once was

It now 
covers ‘“‘the whole menu of 
financial services prod- 
ucts,” he said. 

_ Thomson noted that the 
“Yargest account that they 
ever had was with the Bear 


Archery Company. He com- . 


mented that the shipment of 
products all over the country 
plus the in house risks 
caused this to be a major 
policy. He said that when 
Fred Bear and other com- 
pany officials went to the 
Olympics overseas with 
equipment, it was necessary 
to insure them and_ the 
freighter that carried the 
gear. 

Stancil pointed out that 
most unusual events happen 
out of the claims that people 
have. In one case a car drove 
up to the office with a deer, 
still alive, embedded in the 


- grill, he said. A local car- 


penter dispatched the 
animal: with a hammer. 
Another case happened vir- 
tually at the front door, he 
explained, when a person 
Jost control of the car and 
drove into one of the Cornell 
offices. 

This past summer, Thom- 
son said, a truck went 
through a bridge and there 
was quite a job removing it 
from the position of front 
wheels .on the structure 
while the rear end was in the 
water. He called attention to 
a photograph hanging in the 
office of the accident with an 
appropriate note attached 
cautioning about the risk of 
not carrying insurance.

Thomson noted that the 
computer used by the com- 
pany serves an important 
role for the customer.

Stancil pointed out that a 
customer becomes most con- 
scious of insurance when he 


has a claim. He noted that as 


an indication of the volume 
of business that flows 
through the agency, claims 
paid tell an interesting story. 
He pointed out that last year 
over $1 million was paid 
through Cornell Insurance. 
Thomson said that most of 
that money stayed in the 
community to be turned over 
again and again.
